THE STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF DR. 

PATRICK H. CRONIN OF CHICAGO. 


A Stranger Inveigies the Doctor From His 
Home on an Alleged,Professional Call— 
A Bloody. Trunk Traced—Cronin a 
Former Well Known Resident of St. 
Louis—Detectives Searching for Clews. 


HE disappearance of 

Dr. Patrick Henry 

Cronin from among 

his friends in Chicago, 

and subsequent facts 

which seem to indicate 

that he has been foully 

murdered and done 

away with, will prove 

of interest to his nu- 

mérous friends in this 
city. Dr. Cronin came 8 this city in 1870 or 
thereabouts and left for Chicago in 1879 or 
1880, and has been practicing medicine there 
ever since. He has been living for eight years 
with Mrs. T. T. Conklin of 468 North Clark 
street, Chicago, where he also had his office. 
Between 7:30 and 8 o’clock last Saturday 
night a young man drove hastily up in 
front of the house and bounding up the steps 
two at a time gave the door-bell a terrific jerk. 
Mrs. Conklin opened the door and the young 
man asked to see Dr. Cronin. He was pale, 
excited and breathless. Shedirected him to 
the doctor’s room and he entered. He 
told the doctor in Mrs. Conklin's hearing 
a man had been terribly injured 
in P. O. Sullivan’s ice-hous@ in Lakeview and 
prompt medical attention Was necessary to 
save his life. Hastily packing his case of sur- 
gical instruments, Dr. Cronin followed the 
young man down stairs, jamped into the bug- 
gy beside him and rode away. That is the 
last seen of him. Suspicion was aroused 
when he did not return by Sunday 
noon. The doctor was a lesder in one of the 
Chicago factions of the Irish Nationalists, and 
also president of an Irish Republican Club. 


He had many enemies and for several years 
after received anonymous igtters threatening 
his life. He repeatedly told Mrs. Conklin 
to look for tne worst when be d 
appeared without 
During the D year he 
received no letters and was thrown off his 
guard. He always Went armed, but carried 
no weapon when de disappeared. Mrs. 
Conklin sent word to oF Sullivan yester- 
day afternoon and learned that no one had 
been hurt at his ice-h and that he had 
sent no one to Dr. Cronin. coming greatly 
alarmed, Mrs. Conklin plaped the matter in 
the hands of the police and detectives, giving 
an accurate and minute deseription of the man 
who called for the doctor and the horse and 
buggy. At 2 o’clock yesterday morning two 
officers, working on the Case, saw an open 
carpenter’s wagon, driven at arapid pace, 
going north through Lakeview. Two men 
were on the seat and A 
wagon. The officers ran 
of the men, but they drove faster and passed 
away in the darkness. About 4 o’clock the 
same wagon, driven at the same pace by the 
same men, but without the trunk, came back 
the way they had gone, and again they eluded 
the officers. The officers took the route of the 
wagon, going north, and at 7:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning found the trunk between 
the two cemeteries on aquiet and little used 
road, The lock had been broken by two 
blows from a blunt instrument and the lid 
had been thrown back with such force as to 
break one of the hinges. The interior was 
bespattered with blood and the bottom cov- 
ered with absorbent cotton,dripping with fresh 
blood. A lock of dark brown hair, the color 
of Dr. Cronin’s, was found among the cotton. 
The body was nowhere to be found, and the 
supposition is that a grave or hole of some 
kind had been prepared and the body thrown 
in. The Chicago police are looking for the 
horse and wagon and will search the cemete- 
ries for all newly-made graves. 

DR. CRONIN IN Sr. LOUTS. 

Dr. Cronin was well known in St. Louis and 
had many warm friends here who were 
greatiy shocked this morning to hear the 
story of his supposed murder. That Dr. 
Cronin of Chicago and Dr. Patrick Henry 
Cronin, formerly of this city, are the same 
person, there is little doubt, as his friends 
have been aware of his whereabouts 
and actions since his departure 
ten years ago. From what could be learned 
from two intimate friends, Edward Dierkes of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. and George R. Yost, 
with Balmer & Weber, be was born in Canada 
of Irish parents, about 1845 or 1846. He lived 
in New York fora while, and then moved to 
Missouri, when about 19 or 20 years of 
age. He came to this city from 
Edina, Mo., with letters to Archbishop Ryan 
and secured a position with Mr. icha 
Dougherty, the grocer, He was then abont 
years of age. He was a young man of fine at- 
tainments, a good musician and an elegant 
tenor singer. He joined the choir at St. John’s 
Catholic Church almost upon his arrival here. 
The hours of a retail grocer con- 
flicted with his hours at choir and re- 
hersal and he gave up the »position 
to take one with R. P. Tansey as Superintend- 
ent of Busses. At that time all passengers 
were carried in "busses over the river on the 
ferry, there being no bridge, and he aictated 
the going andcoming of them. Saving some- 
thing from his salary, hestarteda drug store 
on Garrison, near Easton avenue, and carried 
it on three or four years but gave it up as 
as it did not prove lucrative enough. 
While keeping the drug store he studied medi- 
cine and graduated from the Missouri Medical 
College in 1876 or 1877. He practiced for several 
years, and at one time was a partner with Dr. 
J. H. McIntyre. He continued singing in the 
churches of this city and at concerts, and 
duri his career sang inthechoirs of St. 
Johns, the Union Methodist, the Second 
Presbyterian and the Second Baptist. He was 
also a militiaman, and in the s3rike of 1877 was 
a Captain in the local militia. He was a 
prominent member of the Legion of Honor, 
and it is said a charter member of Alpha 
Council. He had no relatives in this city and 
was a dachelor. He was u jolly, kind-hearted 
man and an elegant entertainer. He had 
an extensive doequaintance and a large cir 
of close friends. When he left this city he 
himself compietely off from it. He wrote to 
no one, and advised no one of his whirere- 
abouts or intentions. What is known of him 
since he went to Chic has been only hear- 
say. While here he claimed ailegiance to no 

arty,but was a strict Catholic. When he went to 

hicago he suddenly developed into a strong 
aggressive litician and became a Repub- 
lican. Healso became an Irish Nationalist 
and itwason account of this followin 
made so many and bitter enemies. About 
two years some one in Detroit wrote a 
letter to Mr. Edward Dierkes asking him 
for Dr. Cronin’s record in St. Louis. Mr. 
Dierkes feeling it was not a friendly investi- 

ation, dropped the letter in his waste bas- 

et. r. Cronin, it is thought among his 
friends here who knew his traits, was too ag- 
gressive and was in the way of some achieve- 
ment by his enemies and ey determined to 
put him wut of the way. 

A CLEW. 

A man who gave his name as J. C. Ellis en- 
tered the detective department office this morn. 
ing and told Lieut. Elliott that he saw Dr. 
Cronin yesterday. The doctor was on a North 
Clark street car. Detectives have been sent 
out to search for the*%eonduetor and driver of 
tne car, in order to learn, if coger at what 
point the man taken for Cronin alighted. 

It was reported this afternoon that Dr. Cro- 
nin was seen this morning in a saloon on the 
North Side.

against the father. After citing many authori- 
ties and the facts in the case as presented, 
which Siekman does not deny, the court

In these cases the law has such a tender 
regard for the welfare and * 
of the infant that when i bas 
reached the age of discretion the 
court in the exercise of its jadgment will per- 
mit the child to make its own choice, but will 
never order it into the custody of an improper 
A The age of discretion is ascertained 
y its years, capacity, information, intelli- 
gence and — — In the case of Com- 
monwealth vs. Hammond, 10 Pick., 274, the 
child was between 11 and 12 years, and its 
wishes were consulted. In the People vs. 
Chegary, 15 Wend., 637, there were three 
children, aged respectively 15, 13 and 9 years. 
They were all consulted respecting their 
wishes. These and other like cases show 
the standard and mode by which courts are 
accustomed to ascertain the age of discre- 
tion.“ Again stating the points on which he 
arrives at his decision, the court remanded 
the child to the custody of Mina Trice.

A jury trial was begun this morning in 
Judge Withrow’s court in the damage suit of 
Sophie C. Hoffmeister against Alfred Cohn. 
Mrs. Hoffmeister owned the house 819 Franklin 
avenue, and Mr. Cohn leased the house next 
door, No. 821.

A BALTIMORE MAN’S LUCK. 


GEN. ADAM F. KING TO BE CONSUL- 
GENERAL AT PARIS. 


The President Declines to See Office-Seekers 
To-Day—Secretary Windom’s Condition 
Improved—Maj. Davis and the Records 
of the War of the Kebellion—The Sioux 
Commission— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—Gen. Adam E. 
King of Baltimore, formerly naval officer at 
that port, bas, it is said, been decided upon 
at the State Department for Consul-General at 
Paris. The appointment is attributed to the 
close personal and political friendship exist- 
ing bet ween King and Secretary 
Blaine. King’s name was mentioned 
early for Collector of the Port of Bal- 
timore, ana the influence of Mr. Blaine 
would, perhaps, have secured the avpoint- 
ment but for the decision of the Cabinet of- 
ficers at their first meeting not to interfere 


with matters in other departments than their 
own. Gen. King, it is stated, has had the 
Paris appointment under consideration for 
some time, hesitating to go abroad on account 
of business interests requiring his presence 
in Baitimore. It is anderstood in Washing- 
ton, however, that he will conclude to accept 
the ne Sn which is both an 
honorable and profitable position. 


Maj. Davis’ Appointment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—Maj. George B. 
Davis, Judge Advocate, who has recently 
acted as Judge Advocate in the Lydecker and 
Armes court martial, has been selected by 


Secretary Proctor as the army officer at the 
head of the commission provided for in the 
sundry civil appropriation bill to continue 
the publication of the records of the 
war of the Rebelllon. There will be two others 
to act with him, civilian experts, who have 
not yet been selected. The appropriation for 
this purpose will not be available until the Ist 
of July, and until then Col. Lazelle will con- 
tinue in charge of the publications, 
but Maj. Davis will report for him 
at once in order to be given 
an insight into the methods that have been 
heretofore pursued, and to devise plans for 
the future. Theentire work is to be com- 
pleted in five years, and the commission will 
have their hands full. Maj. Davis was re- 
cently engageds sith Col. Barr on the revision 
of the army regulations.

BOOMERS IN DISTRESS. 


The Sad Condition of Those Leaving the 
Oklahoma Country. 


ARKANSAS City, Ark., May 6 —The suffering 
of the baffled boomer finds most evidence 
along the Northern border. Yesterday 1,000 
wagons were on the march down and 100 
wagons on the way back were counted. The 
groves in the Arkansas and Walnut River Val- 
leys that offered camps for the boomers before 
the descent are filling again with the returning 
unfortunates. There are hundreds of families 
among them who have sold everything 
to make the trip and now have 


nothing left. Thesightof men, women and 
children whoare thus unprovided for and 
desolate, with the mere frames of horses to 
drag them along is pitiful. Guthrie still holds 
the majority of population and is not yet 
symmetrically located. Oklahoma City is the 
most promising town site. Capt. Crouch, the 
old successor to Boomer Payne, was Saturday 
elected Mayor, defeating a preacher, whose 
platform was against gambling and whisky. 
As long as the latter is excluded, as it is now, 
serious trouble cannot occur in Oklahoma.

Dust was everywhere, 
andthe pleasure parties driving out in twos, 
threes and fours, in every imaginable style of 
equipage, went home disgusted and dirty, 
displeased at the condition of the streets and 
in a bad humor for the rest of the day. Most 
of the driving was done in the afternoon ,after 
20’clock, and it was about that time that the 
dust began to blow about. No water was put 
on the streets after 11 o’clock,and by 1 o’clock 
every one of the macadamized streets were as 
dry as a bone. 

The single sprinkling given them in the 
morning was not nearly sufficient to keep 
them in a good condition all the day, espe- 
cially onaday when the number of vebicies 
traveling over them is exceptionally large. 

The Lindell avenue boulevard in the 
afternoon was in a good condition, but 
in Forest Park the dust was simply unbeara- 
ble, the dirt roads being covered with alight 
white dust to a depth of two inches. Some of 
these roads have not been sprinkled this 
spring, andthe dust has been accumulating 
ever since the last rain. A few of the new 
gravel drives in the park had been passed 
over hurriedly by the carts, but it was so much 
work wasted, as the dust from the 
adjoining dirt roads was biown across 
in crowds. Along toward the 
middie ofthe afternoon people going fora 
drive in the park would reach the end of the 
Lindell avenue boulevard and then turn east 
in disgust, not wishing to encounter 

THE BLINDING CLOUDS OF DUST, 
which could be seen blowing about the park. 
There is no reason whatever why Forest Park 


should not be properly sprinkled, as the 
work is done bythe city and is not included 
in the sprinkling contracts. There 
are only two carts in use 
there but there is no reason to prevent more 
carts being put on at last on Sunday. 

As to the other streets, the provisions made 
for them are a little misleading, but the con- 
tracts indicate that the intention is that they 
should only be sprinkled once on Sundays. 
The contracts provide as follows: 

Sec. 1 reads: 

All streets, avenues, public places and parts there- 
of shall be sprinkled twice a day during the months 
of March, April, May, October and November, and 
three times a day during June,July, August and Sep- 
tember, except granite, wood, asphaltum paved 
streets and Lindell avenue from Grand avenue to 
Forest Park, which shall be sprinkled twice a day 
during the months of March. April and November, 
three times a day during the monte of May and Uc- 
tober, and four times a day during the months of 
June, July, August and September. Provided, that 
only one sprinkling during the season shall be re- 
quired on Sundays, except Lindeil avenue, which 
shall receive two sprinklings. 

Section 5 reads: 

The Sunda An shall be between the hours 
of 6 o'clock a. m. and 19 o’clock a. m., except Lin- 
dell avenue, which shail be sprinkled between the 
hours of 6 o’clock a. m. and o*clock a. m., and 
between the hours of 10 o’clock a. m. and 1 o'clock 
P. m 


n , 
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Then there is a final provision which states: 

The hours of sprinkling set forth in this contract 
may be changed or adjusted from time to time, as the 
Street Commissioner may determine. 

The matter lies now entirely with the Street 
Commissioner, who mav, if he sees fit, under 
the terms of the ordinance and contracts, 
change the hours of sprinkling and the num- 
ber of times the sprinkling shall be done. 
The addition of one or two sprinklings on 
Sunday would necessitate a reduction of the 
wees of sprinklings on other days ofthe 
week. 

THE STREET COMMISSIONER 
—— seen this morning on the subject and 
said: 

»The sprinkling was vaty 
terday and was éntirely inadequate for the 
demands of the occasion. The trouble lies 
entirely in the fact that there is only one 
sprinkling on Sunday, and that in the morn- 
ing. This system is very bad, as all of Sun- 
day afternoon and Sunday night the streets 
are drying up and turning to dust, so that 
double the amount of water is needed on Mon- 
day to bring the streets back to a decent con- 
dition. Nooneis more dissatisfied with the 
state of things than am, but I 
don’t know et what I can do.

A UNION FOR PROFITS. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC’S AGREEMENT 
WITH THE WISCONSIN CENTRAL. 


An Agreement Whereby the Northern Pa- 
cific Road Obtains Extensive Terminal 
Facilities in Chicago—Other Benefits 
Secured—The Investigation of Canadian 
Railroad Interests in the United States. 


B Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCT. 

New Tonk, May 6.—The approval by the 
directors of the Northern Pacific Railroad of 
the contracts for a traffic agreement with 
the Wisconsin Central company last week 
consummated negotiations that had been 
pending for several months, and it has been 
the principal topic of discussion in railway cir- 
cles. The relations of the two properties bave 
always been of a close nature, but the 
new arrangement seals them for ninety-nine 
years from July i. Theofficers of both com- 
paules took to receiving mutual benefits from 
the union. The Northern Pacific obtains ex- 
tensive terminal facilities in Chicago, which 
practically now becomes its eastern terminus. 
Besides incidental benefits of detail, the 
Northern Pacific is able to deal directly with 
all the Eastern and Southern roads centering 
in Chicago, and it doubtiess will before 


long effect some advantageous alliances. It 
will be in a position better to protect traffic 
which is now diverted by other west-bound 
roads from Chicago to Omaha or Kansas City. 
The Wisconsin Central does not surrender the 
control of its property, each system being 
managed and operated independently; but 
rates and operations, under appropriate 
agreements, will be adjusted and 
harmonized to the advantage and 

faction of the Northern Pacific. 
official statement given out by Edwin H. Ab- 
bott, Vice-President of the Wisconsin Central 
Co., and one of the trustees in possession fur- 
nishes more complete details of the new alli- 
ance than were first published. It is as fol- 
lows: 

The contracts are three in number: 

First—A contract between the Wisconsin 
Central system of roads between Ashland, St. 
Paul and Chicago, covering rail connections 
from the Northern Pacific termini at 
Ashland on Lake Superior and the city of St. 
Paul to terminal system at Chicago & Great 
Western Railway Co. in the city of Chicago. 

Second—The approval of the contract be- 
tween the Wisconsin Central Co. and the Chi- 
cago & Great Western Co. for terminal ac- 
commodations in Chicago for the benefit of 
the Wisconsin Central Co. and its associates 
at a rental of $850,000 per annum and a propor- 
tion of maintenance, etc. 

Third—A contract between the Northern 
Pacific Co. and the Wisconsin Central Co., de- 
claring the Northern Pacific Co. to be its as- 
sociate, and entitled to share in the benefits 
of its terminal contract with the Ohicago & 
Great Western Railroad Co. 

In substance the effect of the arrangement 
isthis: The Wisconsin Central receives at 
Ashland and St. Paul Northern Pacific busi- 
ness and delivers it in Chicago, and re- 
ceives in Chicago business destined for the 
Northern Pacific. The Wisconsin Central di- 
vides its own gross earnings into two propor- 
tions—65 per cent and 35 per cent. It retains 
35 per cent for itsown sole use, and appro- 
priates the 65 per cent to operating expenses 
and certain improvements tending to reduce 
my expenses. 

f the operating expenses are less than 65 per 
cent, the Northern Pacific receives a sum 
equal to one-half of the difference in 
consideration of the business which it 
gives to the Wisconsin Central. If the oper- 
ating expenses exceed 65 per cent the Wiscon- 
sin Central will pay not exceeding 249 per cent 
out of its 35 per cent and wilidivide one-half 
of any excess of operating expenses above 674 
per cent of the gross earnings equally between 
the Wisconsin Central and Northern Pacitic 
Cos. The Northern Pacific, however, is not 
bound to pay its one-halfof such excess ex- 
cepting out of future profits received under 
contract with the Wisconsin Central. 

Northern Pacific secures for the business 
which it thus sends to Chicago and points be- 

ond, from the Wisconin Central system, the 

nefit of the Chicago & Great Western ter- 
minals, which already include within the 
limits of Chicago over 175 acres of ground, in 
addition to ite great transfer yard of 180 acres 
on the outskirts of Chicago. t also shares in 
the net profits of the Terminal Co. re- 
ceived in excess of $500,000 per amnum, and 
will be enabled to connect directly 
through the agency ofthe Wisconsin Central 
with all Eastern lines centering in Chicago 
and to receive and deliver passengers and 
nger and freight stations 
o & Great Northwestern now 
centering at Fifth and Harrison streets. The

By Senator Cullom: Is your organization 
to-day practically the same as it was before 
the passage of the interstate commerce law?“ 

Commissioner Fink: ‘‘In everything except 
that weno longer divide earnings or direct 
freight.’’ 

Continuing, witness said the Grand Trunk 
was forced to, in a measure, subsidize the 
steamship company running to Portland for 
the reason that but one line ran there. If 
their rates were not lower to that point there 
would be no freight sentthere. The differen- 
tial rate of the Grand Trunk road 
varied from 10 cents on first 
class to 2 cents on the lowest class of freight. 

Chairman Cullom: ‘‘Have you any sugges- 
tions as to amendments to the interstate com- 
merce law?! 

Commissioner Fink: The difficulty is to 
cover the matter of management by law. The 
Interstate Commission should have discre- 
tion to deal with the questions that arise and 
make exceptions in certain cases.’’ 

Tne rates from Chicago to seaboard points, 
Commissioner Fink said, were the same 
whether freight stopped there or was ex- 
ported. The Commissioner then gave a short 
summary of the freight taken by the Grand 
Trunk at Buffalo and Niagara, which he said 
was about 20 per cent of the business to these 
points. The differential rates graded from 5 
cents per 100 pounds downward. 

To a question by Senator Hiscock as to what 
would be the effect to shippers if the differen- 
tialrates to Canadian roads were abolished 
the witness said that it would simply reduve 
the number of lines at the shipper’s command. 
Many points in the Northwest, too, would be 
hurt by the crippling of the Grand Trunk 
road, buta great number of shippers would 
not be hurt if halt a dozen of the trunk lines 
were wiped out. 

At 1:30, afteran exhaustive explanation of 
differential rates by Commissioner Fink for 
the benefit of Senator Blair, the committee 
took a recess until 2 o’clock, when Mr. Fink’s 
examination will be continued. 


WILL GO TO DETROIT 


To Auswer a Charge of Safe-Blowing and 
Possibly Murder. 


By to-morrow evening it is expected that an 
officer will be in St. Louis from Detroit, 
Mich., with requisition papers which will 
take T. K. Ryan to the latter city to answer 
to a charge of grand Jarceny. Ryan was ar- 
rested on Saturday afternoon, as stated in the 
POST-DISPATCH ot that day, and yesterday’s 
developments have made his capture 


by Detectives Archambault and Tracy one 
of the most important inthe annals of the 
force. The fact that the prisoner was in 
possession of one 0 the finest 
safe-blowing outfits in the country 
and also had on his person papers, 
maps and other documents of importance, 
led the detectives to believe they had a 
bad man in their bands, and in an- 
swer to a number of telegrams sent 
out, a dispatch from Detroit said: ‘‘Hold 
the prisoner. He is Bob Williams and 
is wanted here for grand larceny. Will send 
an officer for him at once. This was signed 
by the Chief ot Police, and when shown to 
Ryan he admitted that he was the man they 
were after and professed his willingness to 
go back and stand trial. He says the case 
against him is for blowing open a safe in a 
broker’s office and stealing a valuable pack- 
age which was placed there for 
safe keeping. Ryan answersto innumerable 
aliases, and among others to the names of 
Keeler, Williams, Taylor and McWilliams. 
He is recognized as having deen a 
rominent member of the famous 
ohnston gang of safe-blowers and 
while associated with Billy Johnston under 
the alias of Bobby Williams he is accused of 
being concerned in the murder of Officer 
Thayer of the Detroit force. The killing took 
place on November 26, 1888, and Thayer 
was shot down while attempting to arrest 
a gang of burglars. Ryan claims that the 
charge does not concern bim in the least, and 
insists that he can prove that at the 
time mentioned he was at Terre 
Haute, Ind. davs before the 
robbery at Amity Ark., in 1888, 
Ryan was registered at Hot Springs and is sup- 
osed to have been concerned in the deal. He 
as served five years forthe robbery of the 
Post-office at Birmingham, Ala., and but a 
small part of his record is known. Ryan’a di- 
vorced wife is living in this city, on Sheridau 
avenue, but she refuses to interest herself in 
the case.

AN ‘AUSTRALIAN WOMAN’S ROMANTIC AND 
EXCITING CAREER. 


How. Allee Cornwell}Floated the Midas Mine, 
Engaged in Other Gigantic Financial 
and Commercial Operations and Now 
Has $150,000,000 ‘‘in Sight;’’—This 
Female Croesus’ Appearance. 


One ofthe most remarkable women of the 
present day is Miss Alice Cornwell, says the 
Otago (New Zealand) Times. Born in England, 
she, at the age of 9, came over with her father 
and mother to New Zealand, where, until the 
age of 17 she remained, unconsciously prepar- 
ing herself scholastically at a ladies’ school in 
Dunedin (Mrs. May’s Manor Lodge School) for 
subsequent enterprises which were to startle 
the whole world. 

She was not at school considered a very 
brilliant girl, neither did she in those days 
possess extraordinary personal attractions. 
But she gained for herself the sincerest friend- 
ship and warmest esteem of her companions, 
in whose minds Alice was associated always 
with goodness and amiability. Miss Cornwell 
remained in Dunedin until she was 7, and when 
she bade good-bye to New Zealand to accom- 


— her parents to Victoria she left behind 
er ties and friendships which to-day remain 
unshaken and unaltered. The stranger, on 
introduction, does not detect in her manner 
aught savoring of self:consciousness or of 
affectation.

AN UNHAPPY MARRIAGE. 

The subject of this notice married in Vic- 
toria an old man, a member of Parliament, by 
name John Whiteman. The union does not 
appear, however, tohave been a singularly 
happy one, from ¢the circumstancej that the 
pair have been living apart for the last ten 
years. And her parents, in order to get her 
away from surroundings which must neces- 
sarily have been unpleasant and distasteful 
to her, sent her toa college in London, where 
for a time she devoted herself assiduously to 
the study of music and art, and where subse- 
quently she published three or four songs. 

But after passing several examinations in 
music and gaining honors in literature, her 
academic career was suddenly brought to an 
untimely end one morning by her receiving 
from Mr. Cornwell a cablegram announcing 
the death of her mother, whose dying injunc- 
tion was that Alice should resume her maiden 
name, and a request thatsne would return to 
Victoria. Her father was in Ballarat at this 
time, and had become heavily involved in 
mining speculations. He had sunk £40,000 in 
an estate he leased from Sir William Clarke, 
and had no return. 

It was at this time thatthe energy and de- 
termination of character of Miss Cornwell first 
displayed themselves, and to some extent 
shadowed forth the brilliant financial career, 
the beginning of which was soon to follow in 
the wake of these events. 

FLOATING THE MIDAS FOR A MILLION. 

Mr. Cornwell’s misfortunes would appear to 
have brought aboutan abnormally phenom- 
enal change in his daughter’s entire charac- 
ter, and from the dreamy, sentimental 
young woman, whose interest was con- 
centrated in ber studies, she sud- 
denly became a matter-of-fact woman 
ofthe world, full of ambition; imagination 
and energy. She had the interests of her 
family at heart and devoted her whole time to 
thinking out projects which should retrieve 
their fallen fortunes. She felt that the 
only way by which she could successfully ac- 
complish thisjwould be, to use her own words, 
to make the estate in which her money had 
been sunk, return. 

So, having posted herselfupinall the geo- 
logical details of the gold field, and having 
after much inquiry, satisfied herself that gold 
did exist in its vicinity, she formulated a plan 
bY which she could carry her scheme into 
effect. 


Money was borrowed and ashaft sunk, and 
within afootof the point she had indicated 
the course of the lead was struck. This was 
the starting point of her mining career. Soon 
aftershe became connected with numerous 
other mining companies in New South Wales, 
butin no instance where she had not person- 
N inspected and approved the claim. 

he idea of revisiting London in the interests 
of gold mining was suggested to her by the late 
Lady Brassey, then on a tour ofthe colonies, 
who pointed out the facilities and ad- 
vantages she would meet within the great 
metropolis for floating mines of such a char- 
acter asthe Midas. The lady also invited Miss 
— on to visit her should she repair to 

ndon. 

Home, accordingly, she went, and Midas— 
subacribed for five times over—was floated by 
her for £180,000, of which the shareholders re- 
ceived £150,000 net. This enterprise it was, of 
course, that made Miss Cornwell so publicly 
known. 

'A MAGNIFICENT ESTATE. 

Miss Cornwell returned to Australia in April 
of last year, chiefly for the purpose of (to use 
her own words) ‘‘assisting the management 
in handing over the leases quickly,to the new 
company.’’ Having done this she journeyed 
through Queensland for the purpose of ob- 
taining information for her popular London 
satel the Sunday Times. During this trip the 

yong estate—which she thoroughly in- 
spected and explored—was purchased by her 
for £252,000. The estate covers an area of 17,- 
000 acres; a railroad line runs through it. 

There is a frontage to a lake of twelve miles 
anda frontage toa river of fourteen miles. 
In some parts of the estate there is a rich loam 
30 or forty feet in depth, and it possesses, 
moreover, an abundance of the finest timber 
in New South Wales—cedar, mahogany, etc. 
From geological reports it is estimated that 
there are 280,000, tons of gas coal on the 
estate, and the profit on this, f worked, is fur- 
ther estimated in round figures at 430, 000, 000 

On it are a railway station and a township 
already surveyed. Miss Cornwell contem- 
plates raising £1,000,000 in London for the pur- 
pose of working and developing this proper- 
ty, and she hopes in two years to see on it in 
full work four sawmills and four collieries. 
So sanguine ts she of the ultimate success that 
will attend the developing and working of this 
— any b thatshe has decided to retain for 

erself one-third of the shares of the company 
she is about to float in London. 

Numerous other ventures are engaging the 
mind and attention of Miss Cornwell at the 
present moment, but with them we have 
neither space nor timeto deal. It may be 
mentioned, however, that she has partners 
in London, Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide, 
as well as private offices in each ot these 
places. 

A PLUMP, GOOD LOOKING GIRL. 

Miss Oornwell is at 30, if not a prepossessing 
woman, at least not unhandsome. Her face 
and features, somewhat irregularand unde- 
fined it is true, harmonize well with her sym- 
metrical and well defined — 1 which is in- 
clined rather to be embonpoint than slender. 
Her principal charms lie, perhaps, in the 
trueness of her eye and her gracious, well 
bred manner. Those qualities it was, no 
doubt, that assisted her materially in London 
in floating Midas.

IMPERIAL FOOTWASHING. 


First Time in Forty

From the London Times. 

Maunday Thursday, the ceremony of the 
footwashing, did not take place as usual at 
the Hofburg. This is the first time during the 
Emperor’s reign of forty years the function 
has not been discharged by his Majesty. 
Some yearsago the Empress ceased to per- 


form her part in the yearly ceremony 
owing to falling health, but last 
year the Emperor went through 
the formality of washing the feet of tweive 
old mon. It will be remembered that the 
religious service of the foot-washing was in- 
stituted in the Middle Ages as a lesson to 
humility tothe proud Emperors of the Haps- 
burg dynasty, and every year for the last four 
centuries, with occasional exceptions, as in 
1848, the reigning Emperor has washed the 
feet of tweive old men, while his consort bas 
performed the same office for twelve old 
women. The present Emperor has always 
officiated at this ceremony with a re- 
markable and touching reverence, but 
there is no denying that the function 
hed somewhat outgrown popular rev- 
erence and was no longer in keeping with 
what “op minded people call ‘‘the spirit of 
the age. It is therefore being asked to-day 
whether the ceremony will ever be witnessed 
again. The death of the Crown Prince, which 
has caused its discontinuance this year, has 
possibly brought it to a final extinction. 

The tweive old men and the twelve old wo- 
men who had been selected, as usual, 
from the poor of Vienna 
to in to-day’s ceremony 
have the customary bhounties— 
that is, each a complete suit of clothes, a 
purse full of gold and silver coins, and a din- 
ner of four courses, with a silver cover, a 
goblet and a wine jug. These wine jugs being 
of a peculiar pattern, British collectors of cu- 
riosities who have any in their possession 
may, in case the footwasb ing should never be 
solemnized again, be advised to treasure the 
jugs of a date prior to 1889.

Proceedings of the Two Houses—Pleading 
for the Bald Knobbers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 6.—Both houses 
were thin to-day, and no bill that had opposi- 
tion could, with safety, be put upon its pas- 
sage. The Senate passed the O’Day bill pro- 
viding for the collection of special as- 
sessmments and for grading to be done 
at the expense of abutting property 


in cities of the third class. The present law 
provides that the city shall do the grading 
at its own expense, while the O'Day bill seeks 
to impose this burden upon the tax-payers 
owning abutting property on the street or 
streets thus graded. A few revisory bills were 
passed in both houses; the Senate also 
assed the House bill introduced by Fogle of 
huyler, exempting farmers’ mutual fire in- 
surance companies from the provisions of the 
general law on insurance.

Francis amassed his 
present competence in the grain 
business, futures aud options included, 
apd is in fact known best as a leading 
operator in that species of speculation, there 
is an added interest in the situation.

Frank and Niedringhaus during their recent 
trip. The President only a few days ago stated 
positively that he was not prepared just now 
to make removals in this State to give room 
for Republican applicants for place. 
Congressman Frank, when asked the result 
of his trip this morning, said that the chief 
result was that the St. Louis Congressmen had 
stayed action which would otherwise have 
been taken by the President on the represen- 
tations of certain persons and solely for the 
benefit of individuals to the great detriment of 
the party. He is of the opinion that if the 


President had granted the uests made of 
him inthe matterof public appointments he 
would have ruined the bright prospects of the 
party in this city and State forthe next four 


ars. 

President Harrison, said Mr. Frank, 
„has no set policy ‘concerning the removals 
and appointments of officers who hoid places 
at the Presidents will. As far as the St. Louls 
Post-office is concerned, Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker has stated his policy. He isin fa- 
vor of allowing all Postmasters commissioned 
for four years to serve out theterms, ex- 
cept 0 course where charges are 
made and established. The Collectors 
of Internal Revenue, and there are 
a great many of them, and the 
Appraisers are also commissioned officers, but 
they do not hold office for a stated period, but 
only at the will of the President. Now my 
telegram in relation to these offices in this 
State, which has been misrepresented, was 
promp by these considerations. The 
Democratic incumbents in these offices will be 
removed, though I cannot say how soon. 
Many such officers have taken away the neces- 
sity of removal by resignations. it was with 
aview of giving Collector Barnum and Ap- 
praiser Harrigan the opportunity to take 
this action if they saw fit to do so, that I sug- 
gested this matter in a telegram to Congress- 
man Niedringhaus. I did not state, as has been 
attributed to me, that the President wanted 
the resignations of these officers.

He 
goes through all this, and you can imagine 
the amount of work devolving upon him.

_| BEN DEERING DISCUSSES THE DEFEAT OF 


_ THE HIGH-LICENSE BILL. 


The Missouri Alliance, Under the Auspices 
of Which the Bill Was Prepared, Not at 
All Discouraged—The Fight for Liquor 
Legislation to Be Pushed Vigorous!y— 
The Pians of the Alliance, 


OWthe Missouri Alliance 
would act after the de- 
feat of the high license 
bill known as the All- 
ance, or Deering 
has been a matter of 
much speculation. The 
Alliance is a St. Louis 
organization—at least it 
has headquarters here, 
and 100 St. Louis busi- 
ness men are its most 
active members. When it was organized last 
November a constitution was adopted declar- 
ing its purpose to be ‘‘the enactment and en- 
forcement of practical and reasonable laws to 
regulate saloons and to control the traffic in 
intoxicants in behalf of humanity and good 
citizenship.’’ At the instance of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Alliance the Deering bill 
was drawn up, and Ben Deering was sent to 
Jefferson City to help get it passed. After in- 
terviewing members of the House and 
Senate several days he made a new 
Graft of the bill, and had many sections 
changed so as to harmonize with the views of 
strong men in both branches. Senator J. 
Perry Johnson of Madison introduced the bill 
in the Senate, and Mr. Jewitt of Shelby in- 
troduced the same bill in the House. The 
Senate Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence 
and the same committee of the House heid 
several joint meetings to discuss the measure. 
Falling to agree and getting farther apart 
every day, t two committees abandoned the 
idea of a joint report ana the fight 
was transfered to the House committee. 
There Shaw of Ste. Genevieve ahd 
Hunter of Moniteau, the latter a Republican, 
both foughé the bill hard, and it wassix weeks 


before a report could be obtained. Then, at 


the request of the friends of the measure in 


the committee, 
REN DEERING 


drew up a substitute for the original bill and 
for several others which had been introduced 
by members of the House. That substitute, 
with a few amendments, passed the House. 
April 10, aftertwo days’ debate, by a vote of 
72, only one more than a constitutional ma- 
jority—the same vote by which the Downing 
high-licease law passed the House in 1883. 
It was immediately taken to the Sén- 
ate after passing the House, and fell 
into the hands of the Senate Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence, the Chairman of 
which, Senator Smith of St. Francois, re- 


ported it favorably last Thursday, and moved 
that it be read a third time and put on its 
passage. The result is well known. It re- 
ceived only 11 votes, three of its friends being 
out oftheir seats and not voting and one ab- 
sent. There were 16 votes againstit. Sena- 
tors Anderson, Seabourne and Taggert had 
been counted by Ben Deering and other friends 
of the bill outside the Senate, and by all of 
its friends in the Senate, as certainly in favor 
ofthe bill. They defeatedit. Hadthey been 
p bony p J to vote aye it was thought that it 
could be passed, but when their opposition was 
announced all hope of carrying it was aban- 
doned. Forthe present session the Alliance 
people have notbing to hope for in the line of 
liquor laws unless the Senate — g* bill is 
suitably amended before it is passed. This isthe 
sole aha — which now looms up before Ben 
Deering, who takes the defeat of the alliance 
bill philosophically, and is already planning 
another campaign for liquor legisiation. He 
said to a PoOSsT-DISPATCH reporter to-day, 
when asked whatthe alliance will do next, 
that the defeat of the House bill by the 
Senate is somewhat of a surprise to 
THE GENTLEMEN OF THE ALLIANCE, 

but they did not organize for a single effort. 
Thev will not stop. I have not seen all 
of the officers of the society, but I am 
quite sure this defeat will only make them 
more aggressive. It shows what must be ex- 
pected ina fight for temperance laws. We 
may not do much now, butI apprehend that 
this defeat wil! resuit ‘in throwing the fight 
before the people direct and it will involve 
the next campaign so as to disturbsome Sen- 
atorial calculations, The candidates for the 
next Legislature will find this bill, or the idea 
itrepresents, right across the pathway to vic- 
tory. The temperance agitation is not to 
be quited or defeated. It may change 
in its aspects, but it will grow with time and 
send many a politician to therear. Some of 
the men who have fought me and the bill so 
hard this winter will find me on the stump in 
their districts in due time, and I’m loaded 
for bear, too. I have carefully observed 
everything at Jefferson and made memoranda 
that will prove mighty entertaining to 
some of them when the time comes. 
I don’t mind fighting such men as Shaw and 
McGinniss. They make no concealmente. 
They are open enemies of such measures; but 
it’s hard to fight men who sit in the prayer- 
meetings, or boastof their temperance con- 
victions, or represent temperapce constitu- 
ents. They are the men who will sweat a lit- 
tle when they try to explain away afew things 
when they go bome. When Iquit the work 
of a pastor to devote my time to securing tem- 
perance reform in Missouri I was in terribie 
earnest. A defeat like that in the Senate 
only intensifies that earnestness. If those 
who have aided me andthe alliance feel as I 
do this fight is just beginning. Evils which 
have had a half century to grow are not to be 
put down in less than a decade; but if an hon- 
est fight is made they will have to go. 

Speaking ot the enforcement of law, he said. 
„the alliance may take a band in making the 
saloon laws effective. Iam not prepared to 
speak definitely on that point, but I believe 
the prominent citizens who are in the dalliance 
will be ready to carry out the objects of the 
organization. I am simply a member, and 
can only say for myself and those members 
with whom I have eonversed, that there is no 
thought of surrendering or relaxing.’’
